AS TO DOUGLAS COUNTY,

At the presidentini eleetion of 1838
Benjamin Harrison roceived 10,297 votos
in Douglns county. Tt 1m not extrava-
gant to cstimate the repunlican vole of
Douglas county at this time at fully
12,000, lesa than 1,700 of the 12,000 re-
publicans tonk part in the caucuses and
primary elections held in this county
lost week. In other words, only fifteen
out of avory 100 republicans in Douglas
county are represented in the outcomo
of the couniy convention. Execrablo
waonther, bad ronds nnd general indiffer-
afice aro responsible for the failura ol
the rank ana file of tha ropublican party
in this county to participnte The son-
timent is 8o ovarwhelmingly in favor of
Hatrison that no issue on presidentinl
candidates was anticipnted. In only
two of the nine wards in Omahn was
there any contest over the cauous dele:
pata tieket, and the contest in the
Fourth waerd, which has been purposely
heraldod s n sguare fight batwean John
L. Webstor and 1. Rosewater, was in
ronlity merely o contest botween cortain
disgruntled delegutos who hind beon
fuirly beaten two Lo one in the ward enu-
cus wnd induced Webster to head thelr
tieket, The enaous tickot would have
beon overwhelmingly elected but forthe
rainy wonthor, which kept away hun-
dreds of republicans that uvsually take
part in such contests,

Anotherrenson for indifforence wns
the woll koown fact that the faction
opposed to Dr, Mereer could not mustor
ten out of any hundred republicans in
the county, and its paetinl success wns
gained only by a pertidious violation of
pledges, a liberal use of boodle and «
concertod onsinught by the ward heelers
and roustubouts of all parties who muke
aliving out of ward politics

The leaders of this rabble, who train
more with democrata than with repub-
licans, nnd have the Wopld- Herald as
their mouthpiece, knew they were
badly bonten in the county the night ba-
fore the convention was held, but they
purposely claimed a swooping victory in
the next morning’s Fake Factoyy, Their
tacties nlways have been to claim every-
thing, and by their fulse claims they
succvoded this timo in making several
trades with delegates from country pre-
einets who generally want to be  with
the winning side. Feeling decidedly
uncertain, thoy took steps to carry the
convantion by tho purchase of delegates
ond proxies, Fven with all thess ques-
tionable methods, they mannged only to
squecze throngh an exprossion of prof-
erence without instructions by just two
mijority, and were content to tanke ao
job ot of delegates to the state conven-
Lion.

This explanation of the eondition of
the repubtican party in Douglas county
is made to dispel thoe misinformation
which has been sent broudeast through
domocratic channels, and which has
given so much joy to the ghost dancers

IRRIGATION IN NEIIRASKA.

Although last yenr und thus farin
15802 the vainfull has been abundant all
over the state, the people of western
Nebraska have not forgotten the crop
fuilures of lormer yoars caused by drouth.
They huave been working with intelli-
gencs and vigor to protect themselves
from the recurrence of crop disasters by
constructing irvigating cannls.  The ox-
tont and importanece of these entor-
prises are not gencrully known, and
therefore Labor Commissioner Andres’
report upon the subject will be of inter-
est to the people of the state,

In Dundy county there nare two
ditches, onoof 12 und the other of 13
miles in length, nnd 60 naditional miles
are to be constructed the present year,
In,Hiteheock and Red Willow counties
there are 80 miles of Irrigating ditches
alrendy completed and 115 miles more
are in course of construction, In Lincoln
county, which has tho oldest irrigating
system in tho state, 28 miles of ditgh are
available. In Furnas county oue corpo-
ration will invest 250,000 in an frcigat-
ing and power plant, Already the water is
runuing through 15 miles of ditchos nod
18 miles are to he added this year
Seotts Bluffs county has four extensive
diteh plants in oporation, with 51 miles
of ditches; 87 miles mora will be added
this yenr, Choyenno county has 19 miles
in operation and 11 miles undor way.
Ona diteh in Kimball county is 15 miles
long and one in Dawson 10 miles,

It wppears [rom the showing outlined
above that Nebraska now hus 238 milos
of irrignting ditches in actual operation,
and 201 miles ndditional 1n course of
construction,  These lines of ditches
covar over 300,000 neres of land, and
when the ndditional ditches ave com-
pleted Nebraska will have not less than
500,000 ncres made Independeont of tho
annual vainfull. The fact thut we had
a senson of abundant moisture should

not ma ko ditch builders indifferent. In
time of peace prepure for war. In timo
of abundance propare for famine, Let

——
ANTIUPTION LEGISLATION,

It is expected thnt the next big battle
in the house of representatives will be
ovor the anti-option bill. It is under-
stood that the suthor of the monsure,
Mr., Hateh of Missouri, who is chair-
man of the committee on agriculture,
will endeavor to call the bill up this
wook, and whenever he does so a0 vig-
orous opposition will undoubtedly be
developed, The influence of the spec-
ulators of New York, Ohiengo and other
commerclal centers will then be dis-
olosed, and it is not doubted that they
Lave been energetically exerting them-
solves to defear this legislation ever
since It was proposed in congress. The
opposition will proabably manifest itself
in a flood of motions to eall up other
privileged bills In preleronce to the
option bill, and the question of consider-
otion will then be raised to test the
strength of the advocates of the cons
tending moasures. It is likely that
some of the tariff bills will be urged
forward in opposition, for the reuson
that few of tha demoersts would be dis-
posad Lo vole against taking up any one
of these mensures.

Word has gone out that the option
bill will probubly ba ealled up this week,
80 that the oppaosition cun be thoroughly

orgauized for the battle, and represen-

tatives of various commercial bodies nre
oxpocted to boon hand, It wns be-
lHoved when this legislation was first
proposcd thut shere would not be muck
difenlty In prssing an anti-option il
through the house, but the active and
peraistent work of the strong aelegn.
tions sont to Washington by the com-
mercinl bodles of Now York, Chicago,
New Orlenns and other cities has had
its effect, aud there (s less certainty
now than thore wis o couple of months
ngo of enrrying the proposed loglsintion.
Still the supporters of the antl-option
bill are hopoful, and as most of the
democratic mombers of the houge have
apricultural constituoncies, nearly all
of which ave in favor of tho legisiation,
the chances of its passing the house
would seem to be very good.

Recent pxporience in grain spoenla-
tion has stropthered the position of the
advoontos of an anti-option law, and it
is to be presumed that they hive made
tho best possibils use of it. Unaguestion-
ably intelligent public omuion, asido
from those who muake n business of
gambling in products, is favorable to
the proposed legislation, which is de-
signed to froo tho markets from an un-
sottling and more or less demoralizing
influence, It is not intended to inter-
fere with legitimuate dealings in futures,
which are explicitly defined in the hougo
bill aecording to the suggaestions of the
represontatives of commercinl bodios,
but to put a sgtop, if possible, to that
closs of transuetions which are dis-
tinetly in the nnture of gambling. and
for which there is no rational or valid
defense, Doth producers and consumers
are interested in this legisintion, and
while it might possibly fail to accom-
pligsh all that is expected there can be
no serfous danger in trying the experi-
ment. The furmers of the country ave
almost unanimous in asking the legisia-
tion, nnd iv1e a vroper and reasonable
domund which congress ought tocomply
with.

A BUSINESS MAN'S CAMPAIGN,

The chairman of the Massachusetis
ropublican stute convontion pointedly
stated the charactor of the coming pros-
Idential campnign when he sald that it
is w business man’s campaign, “‘and
overy human being in this country en-
gaged in any occupntion by which he
gains an honorabla livelihood is in this
sange u busineoss mant The issues of
the campanign, he deelared, involva the
finuneclal solveney of the country, the
protection of our industries and the
welfare and happiness of all the people!

The issues upon which the people will
render judgmont in the presidential
cloction are entively practical in their
charactor,  They touch the material
interests of every man in business and
in productive employment, and the pop-
ulne verdiet will determine whether the
country is to go forward on the lines
pursued during vearly a third of a cent-
ury, with such achiavement in develop-
mont and progress ns no other nation
ever accomplished In a like period, or
by o departure from that course check
progress, lmpair p osperity and invite
disnster,

There can be no mistanke ns to the
position of the republienn party, There
is no equivoecation or ambiguity in its
declaration of policles. It believes in
such protection of Ameovican industries
18 is necessary to theirmaintenance and
to the fair componsntion of the lubor em-
ployed in them, It contends thatn home
murket for the agrienltural producers of
the country is more to be desired nnd
move profitable than foreign markets,
and that in order to erente n home mur-
kot it is necessary to fostor and build up
munufacturing enterprises. The repub-
lican party believes in promoting the
foreign commerco of the country by nr-
vangements with other countries, mutu-
ally advantageous, which will not inter-
fore with but rather stimuiate the ox-
pansion of home industries, Regarding
the currency, the rvepublican party is
now ns it always has been irmly opposed
to any policy which vhreatens debaso-
ment. It demands soundness and stahil-
ity inthe money of the people, so that
the dollar paid to the farmer for hias
wheat and to the workman for his labor
shull always be equal in purchasing
powar to every other dollae.

The democratic party antagonizes
these policies, Although divided as to
what may be expedient, from the point
of view of presont party inteprest, in
dealing with the tariff and the cur-
voney, the general purposs of the party
is to remove the safegunrds to Ameri-
ean industries and to inaugurate a cur-
reney nolicy which would rosult in im-
paiving the crediv of the government
and doing immeasurable injury to the
welfare of tha people.  Were the demo-
eratio party in control of tha govern-
ment it is not to be doubted that it
would sweep awny ot a blow avery socu.
rity to the industries of the country
which proteotion gives ana open the
Amoerican marvket to the destructive
competition of foreign munufacturers,
The course of the represontatives of the
party in the presont congross ciearly
shows what would take place I the
party was in possession of the powor to
carry out its polluy.

A large majority of the democratic
pacty favora the froe and unlimited coin-
age of silver, and effort In behalf of that
policy has been abandoned oaly as a
matter of present expedlency. If the
demoeracy ghould ba successful in the
piational election of this year nothing is
more certain than that free silver coin-
age would nccompany the destruction of
the protection polley, bringing hand-in-
hand the prostration of our industries
and the establishment of the singie sil-
vor stundard,

The lssues are most clearly defined
upou which the national eampaign will
bo fought, and the popular verdict will
buve a decisive effect on the material
progress of the nation and the prosperity
and welfare of the whole people.
